CHICAGO, May 16.—A reporter interviewed 
General Sheridan as.to the effect of the recent 
decision in the case of the Ponca Indians at 
omaha on the future treatment of redskins. 
The General, was free to say that he had never 
heard of such a nonsensical and absurd 
decision before. It would, he said, if carried 
into efiect, prevent the Government from 
exereising any control over the Indians, and 
most outrageous results would follow such 
hampering of the authority of the army. This 
decision practfgally prohibited any army from 
arresting Indians. even when caught in the 
commission of outrages, Until the. decision 
had been reached in the upper court there 
would be wo change in the present plan of 
operations, and officers of the army would 
continue to arrest Indians whenever neces- 
sary.

The crop 
of the country, taken as a Whole, presents a 
promise at Jeast 2 per cent below the averaze.

Lowry, 
Wm. M. Senter, Ephraim G. Obear, Gideon 
W. Chadbourne, Wm. Carmichael, Oliver F. 
Garrison and Mathias Dougherty. Two mem- 
bers of the late grand jury, Mike Heller and 
Wm. Bull, are not included in the action, as 
they dissented from the course of the majority. 

In bis petition Judge Jones alleges that he 
was Judge of the Criminal Court; that he 
always sustained a good reputation as Judge 
of said court, and was never guilty of the 
charges imputed to him by the grand jury in 
their report. He was never suspected of tak- 
ing bribes nor of oppression or partiality in 
office, ete. The petition further charges that 
the defendants wickedly and maliciously in-
